The current wrilten diet eddre^^e^ liquids and supplements tgr whan this 
cub was younger not eating solids. During this Inspection, no 1ood was presant ior the cubs diet, nor arty nutritional 
and calcium supplements. Food shall be d suflident quaniiiy and nutritive value to maintain all animals in good 
health. For the health and wellara ot ibis tiger aub. this licensee needs to develop, dacumenl. and FpIIdw a comfUete 
wriltsn diet approved by a veterinarian. The trgcr cubs diet needs be updated as alien as necessary. The diet needs 
to address the type oF meats, nutriSonal and or calcium supplements, including the daily quantity and Frequency.
